The party consisted 
of Henry Maus, of Rolhog Stone, Mh.n.; 
Thomas M. Cully, of Princeville, IU; O. A. 
Fanckboner. of Schoolcraft, Mich.; Preston 
Hongh, of New Geneva, Penn.; and James 
Mac bean, of New Brunswick. On reach­ 
ing the spot, Macbean first went into the 
water, and after assuring the other young 
men that it was all right, and not as cold 
as they feared, Hough followed, and after 
a little, Maus and Fanckboner went in. 

After about ten min­ 
utes

was
